The 
deadly effects of sewer gas- and the failure of all at- 
tempts to guard wholly against its escape, have 
created an almost universal opposition to sewer con- 
nections in bedrooms, in consequence of which the 
set bowl is rapidly disappearing, and heretofore, the 
only substitute has been the unsightly combination of 
pitcher, bowl and slop jar, with an ordinary commode 
or stand, but the fact that they are being so generally 
substituted for the set fixtures is sufficient evidence 
of the need for a truly sanitary arrangement that 
will do away with the unsightly substitute. The 
. " Sanitary Wash-stand " here shown, would seem to 
exactly meet that demand, as it relieves from the 
perils of the one and the inconviences of the other, 
combining all the good features of both. It affords 
running water without either hydrant or sewer con- 
nection, dispenses entirely with the handling of bowl 
or pitcher, and has neither the chain nor plug. The 
"discharge of waste water from the bowl is controlled 
by a rubber ball attached to a spring underneath the 



bowl, operated by the knob on the point of the stand. 
The si op pail receiving the water is larger than the 
reservoir, so there is no probability of overflow. It is 
a handsome piece of furniture, much more attractive 
than the ordinary combination, and is also cheaper, 
and avoids the danger of breakage to crockery and 
damage to carpets. They are made in three different 
designs, all of which will be illustrated in this and 
subsequent numbers.

beds. While there are now various kinds of folding 
beds in the market, each one contains features pecu- 
liar to itself, and among these the Albee Bed possesses 
some specially desirable points. It is noiseless, built 
in sections, so as to be easily moved to any part of 
the house, and is so perfectly balanced as to be closed 
or opened with the slightest effort and requires no 
mechanism to keep it in place either opened or closed. 
Another strong point with it, is its superior ventila- 
tion. In addition to these features it is provided with 
a self-acting mechanism that carries the entire bed 
forward when opening, so that when down it stands 
no higher than ordinary stationary beds, a great ad- 
vantage over any upright folding bed in the market. 
This mechanism also brings both sides down exactly 
together, so there is no creaking or straining of any 
joints, no matter how long it may be used. In price 
it compares with the other standard beds, the prices 
varying with the material and finish. They are of 
necessity very carefully constructed, in every part, 
and contain the best material in every part. One of 
the specimens which Mr. Albee exhibited at the Me- 
chanics' Charitable Association Pair last year, is now 
to be seen in his store, and it is a most elaborate 
piece of workmanship. The legs have the effect of 
ornamental gargoyles, projecting from the top of the 
cabinet when the bed is closed. Supporting them are 
two carved owls, with swinging eyes of bright metal, 
which under the electric light produced a very strik- 
ing effect. In the centre of the front is a large cir- 
cular plate glass mirror, and the framework is of solid 
mahogany, finely carved. He has many very fine 
specimens always on hand, of which an idea may be 
obtained by sending for his catalogue.
